Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-4, 6-19 and 41 are, allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, i.e. Bucala et a! (US. Pat. No. 5,854,000), Pillsbury, Jr. et al 
(US. Pat. No. 4,140,003), teaches methods wherein combustions products of cigarette 
smoking are analyzed for levels of particular constituents, i.e. tar, nicotine. However, 
said art neither teaches nor suggests a process for the isolation of p- 
benzosemiquinone, from cigarette smoke, in the manner claimed.
